Lonpox, Nov. 8.—Advices from South of 
Ruesia by way of Vienna state that the peas- 
ant insurrection has been entirely suppressed, 
and the leaders severely punished, fifteen of 
the chief insurgents being put to death, and 
about fifty more banished to the mines of 
Northeastern Siberia. About two hundred 
peasants were killed in the various encounters 
with the military. 


Balfour’s Tour. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 8.—Balfour left Gweedon yes- 
terday and went to Letterkenney, where he 
had a long iaterview with the Catholic 
bishops and received deputations of promi- 
nent citizens, who came to ask railway exten- 
sion. Mr. Balfour said in a speeck that the 
present Government’s period of office would 
be looked back on as an era of efficient public 
works in the poor districts. He received an 
address at Omagh, and when a number of 
Nationalists cheered for Gladstone and O’ Brien 
they were attacked by Unionists and a gcrim- 
mage ensued, in which the Nationalists were 
suppressed. When the racket was over Mr. 
Balfour thanked the people for their recep- 
tion. He then went to Portadown, where he 
made a speech, promising some time in the 
future to make a speech on politics. in the 
meantime be thanked them, for be said that 
no matter what other people had misjudged 
their work the people of Portadown had not. 
The Chronicle holde that the amazingly 
friendly reception accorded te Mr. Balfour in 
Ireland forces the conclusion that the Parnell- 
ites do not represent the Irish people. 

The Freeman's Journal ys: It Mr. Balfour 
is satisfied with his tour of Ireland so are the 
Nationalists, and also the people whose hands 
will be permitted to dip into the money bags 
of the Treasury. The bribes offered have 
proved too much for a priest in one piace and 
Gombeen man (local usurer) in another, but 
they will not affect the NationaHst cause, Mr. 
Balfour's performance hoodwinks nobody.“ 

The Irish Times says: Mr. Balfour’s tour 
shows that the people’s minds are bent upon 
practical affairs, and that the vast masses are 
in sympathy with trade rather than with 
politics.’’ 


The British Parliament. 


LonponN, Nov. 8.—A Cabinet Council was 
held yesterday to decide whether the right of 
closure should be exercised during the com- 
ing session of Pariilament. The Ministers ob- 
ject to allowing the opposition to talk much, 
as the Conservativés bave nothing to gain 
from a further debate of the issues before the 
country. The Liberals and Nationals will 
propose an amendment to the Queen’s ad- 
dress, asking that Parliament be dissolved. 
At other times this would bring a long dis- 
cussion of the past and future policy of the 
Government, but now the amendment will 
simply be voted down. . 

The announcement that the Government 
proposes to follow the land purchase bill with 
a scheme for Irish local government has 
aroused much alarm among the so-called 
Irish Loyalists, and protests are pouring in 
on Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour against 
any extension of local or diminution of impe- 
rial authority. 


Canadian Grain Export Trade. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 8.—Prof. Saunders, 
Director of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, bas prepared a report to the Dominion 
Government on the effect of the McKinley 
law upon the Canadian grain export trade 
with the United States. He found that in 
spite of the McKinley bill there have already 
been considerable shipments of 6-rowed bDar- 
ley. The price obtained is 15 cents less per 
bushel] than before the passage of the bill, but 
as the duty has increased 20 cents per bushel, 
the producer does not pay all the cost. If 
this ie the state of affairs immediately after 
the bill going into effect when the American 
market ie in anon-receptive state, it is evi- 
dent that when things are settled down better 
prices will be secured. 

Onefirm made two shipments of 6-rowed 
this week tothe United States, one of 20,000 
and the other of 12,000 bushels. The prices 
obtained were 580 for No. 1, 80e for No. 2 and 
450 for No. 8 extra. He thinks it clear that 
barley cam be sent to the United States ata 
fair profit. The present prices for good first 
quality 2-rowed is 55c, aud 500 for a second 
quality. These prices are not considered to 
be poor, and are notsuch as ever to kill the 
growth. He says there is a good demand in 
the United States for 6-rowed barley for dis- 
tilling purposes. Last year shipments were 
made for the first time. They were in two 
lots of 20,000 bushels each, and as both were 
made by the same parties, the one several 
months later than the other, it is clear that 
satisfactory prices must have been obtained. 


Vor Caprivi in Italy. 

Roms, Nov. 8.—In his letter conveyed by 
Chancellor Von Caprivi to Kiag Humbert the 
Emperor William congratulates the Italian 
moparch on the part Italy has taken in main- 
taining the peace of Europe, and expresres 
cordial interest in the prosperity of the king- 
dom. Public feeiing in Italy is running very 
1 high at present on account of the approach- 
ing elections, and it is believed that the visit 
of the German Chancellor by gratifying the 

national pride, wiil aid tre Government 
greatly in the coming elections.

Sea after 
sea came aboard, aud fiffy-one of the cattle in 
the pens on deck Were Washed overboard and 
lost. After the first day the steamer ran be- 
fore the gale for tue rest ot the voyage. The 
weather was bitterly cold. The remaining 
cattle, numbering 562 head, suffered greatly.

BEFORE HER HUSBAND. 


A Woman Accidentally Kills Herself While 
Hunting. 


BanGor, Me., Nov.*8.—Yesterday morning 
A. A. Nickerson, aged 25, and his wife, 
years old, dreve to Pushaway Lake, seven 
miles out, and taking acanoe paddled across 
te the vicinity ot some deer yards, Ina few 
hours Nickerson paddied back, andin great 
excitement ran to a hunting camp, requesting 
the people to go to the canoe. They did 90, 
Anding in the bottom of the boat the lifeless’ 
form ot Mrs. Nickerson. Lifting the blanke t

She 
placed the rifie in the end of the canoe where 
she was sitting and assisted her husband in 
addling. Toward noon the return trip was 
ecun. As no other deer were seen Mrs. 
Nickerson undertook to shoot a loon. After 
she had discharged it she worked the lever, 
shooting another cartridge into the barrel, 
and then letdown the hammer. The act of 
loading cocks a Winchester. She took it 
from the bottom of the e@poe, passing its 
breech toward Mr. Nickerson. As he drew 
the rifle toward him With the muzzle 
— toward the woman s face tbe 
ammer eaught in the cross-bar of the canoe, 
was lifted and falling back exploded the 
cartridge. Throughthe cloud of smoke the 
husband saw the hair and upper portion of 
the skull disappear over the side of the canoe 
and heard the low moans as the bieedin 
corpse sank down. Being an experience 
canoe man he was able to spring to her side 
without upsetting the craft, but only quiver- 
ing muscies answered his frantio calls. With

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BUILDERS STIRRED UP OVER THR STREET 
COMMISSIONER'S REFORM RULES. 


President Kelly of the Merchanice’ Ex- 
change Cendemns the Rule ERequirieg 
Bailding Material to Be Piaced in Al- 
leye—It is Impracticable and Upnjast— 
Next Thursday’s Meeting. 


The Officers and members of the Mechan ics’ 
Exchange, and in fact the representatives of 
ali the various bullding trades of the city, are 
much worked up over Street Commissioner 
Murphy’s newrules probiciting the placing 
of building materiali on the streets in front 
of buildings under process of construction, 
and providing that all such material must 
be placed in alleys in the rear, or in vacaut 
lots adjacent to where the work is being done. 
The action of the Mechanics’ Exchange Board 
in calling a meeting of the building trades for 
next Tuesday at noon, for the purpose of 
drawing up a protest setting forth their 
practical reasons for opposing sueh an 
order, was unanimously approved this 
morning, and it is likely that in addition 
to the 250 members of the Exchange, the 
meeting will be attended by many other rep- 
resentatives of the trades affected by Street 
Commissioner Murphy's order. The meeting 
yesterday received the report of a committee 
consisting of Thomas Mockler, Daniel Evans 
and Patrick McGrath, and Street Commis- 
sioner Murphy gave an explanation of the 
changes sought to be made by hie order. The 
explanation was far from satisfactory to the 
Exchange members, and oniy served to in- 
tensify their opposition. 

PRESIDENT KELLY TALKS. . 

President Thomas J. Kelly of the Mecbanics 
Exchange this morning pointed out to a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter the impracticability of the 
position taken by the Strdet Commissioner. 
eilt simply cannot be carried out, said Mr. 
Kelly. It will be an actual impossibility for 
all the material necessary to 
at the scene of work 
the building of M house, 
placed ip alleys. It it could be done it would 
entail an additional delay and expense, which, 
while, of course, greatly discommoding the 
builders, would in the end have to be paid for 
by the citizen for whom the house was being 
built. Just think for a moment of all the dis- 
erent material which would be seeking a 
piace in that narrow Yack alley— 
the excavators, the stone-masons, 
briek- layers, stone-cutters, pilesterers, 
carpenters, builders and other trades—tiiat 
would be trying to find a location for the 
material necessary to their work. Why, any 
alley in the city would be blocked up as tight 
as though a stone wall had been Dbuilt across 
it. As lor utiliziag vacant lots for the pur 
pose, thatis ali very well when there are any 
vacant lots to ufilize, but it does not always 
happen that there is such a lot convenient. 

COSTLY, UNJUST AND IMPRACTICABLE. 

„Besides this, Street Commissioner Mur- 
phy’s new plan also entailsan additional 
considerable expense upon the city by the ap- 
pointment of those deputy-inspecters whose 
duty it should be to see that builders were 
oveying the order. Their saiaries would be 
quite an item, and take it all in all, Maj. 
Murphy’s dea strikes me as being 
an attempt at ‘reform’ which bas 
gone beyond iteelf by becoming 
utterly tmpracticable in ite requirements. 
The osly thing there is forthe Mechanics’ 
Exchange and the building trades to do is to 
draw up a petitfon against the Street Com- 
missioner’s order, in which they should 
piainly set forth their grievance froma pra- 
tical standpoint. This will be done at Tues- 
Gays meeting, and I think the statements 
will pe so plain that any one must see the in- 
justice of such an order in its bearings upon 
builders. 

CONFLICTS WITH A CITY ORDINANOB. 

„But should Street Commissioner Murphy 
ins lot on his order going into effect, he will, I 
think, Ond another obstacie confronting him. 
The builders are protected in their present 
use of the streets for their buliding material 
by a city ordinance guaranteeing them to 
use 10 -feet of the strest in front of a 
building under process of construction. It 
strikes me that this ordinance will have to be 
repealed before sucha system as that pro- 
posed by Mr. Murphy can be put [hte force, 
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Geo ma, who recently fell down an

The Little Children Were Playing With ®

Six-year old 
Celise Was at that moment stooping down to 
peer with childish curiosity into the muzzle 
ofthe weapon. The entire charge of small 
bird shot struck her in the mouth, tearing its 
way through the roof ofthe cavity to the 
base of the brain, causing instant death. The 


little one was so close that her face was 
biackened with the powder. An inquest will 
— held by Coroner Frank te-morrow morn- 
ng.

The pupils of the Bryan Hill School have 
been enjoying a holiday which is not down on 
the school calendar. They bad a vacation 
from Friday, Oct. 31, until yesterday morning, 
because there was no coalin the cellar and 
‘the building could not de heated. When the 
children went to school last Monday morning 
they were told to go bome. The building was 
cold and desolate. No fire u tue furnace, 
the rooms chilly; it would not do to let 
them sit there all day, and the jan- 
itor sald it was useless to expect to 
get coal untilmext day. He had tried to get 
. it before, but he could not and he reported 
the case to Engineer Lee with a hope ot 
getting enough to use next day. There was no 
excuse for not having the coal there for the 
coal contract was awarded on the 15th of last 
June and there has been plenty of time te 
deliver it, but Engineer Lee failed to compel 
the contractors te deliver it properiy.. Tues- 
day came and the children returned to school, 
but again they were sent home. The coal had 
not come and there was no fire, 

A GREAT HARDSHIP. 

The Bryan Hili School is on John avenue 
and Emily street and it is a long way for 
many of the little ones to plod from their 
suburban homes, and to be compelled to turn 
and walk directly home again was a hardship 
that really jrstified complaint. Mr. Long 
was notified the second day and 
he went after Engineer Lee re 


once. Mr. © said he would have a 
load of coal sent up there right away so that 
the furnace could be started. Mr. Long heard 
no more about it, and supposed the sessions 
had becn resumed, but they were not. 
Wednesday there was no coal and no echool. 
Thureday the same thing. Friday morning 
the furnace was started and school was held 
yesterday, but that was the only day this 
week. Ihe patrons of the school have been 
highly imeensed at the negligence which 
<aused such a serious interruption to the 
work of the school, and it has made them 
more determined than over to force the resig 
mation of Mr. L D. Dozier, the director from 
that district, if pessibie. 
DISPLEASED WITH DOZIER. 

They are very much dissatisfied with the 
work of Mr. Dozier, or rather with his neglect 
ofwork, and they have expressed their dis- 
Satisiaction, not in simple complaints, but in 
a formal protest. ‘liey held a meeting at 
Pryor’s Hall, on Florissant avenue, last Mon- 
day evening. The meeting had been calied 
some days before, and when they learned that 
there bad been no school on account of the 
negligence of the officials they were glad 
they had cailed it. About 150 
of the patrens of the school 
attended it and Mr. Dozier was pretty thkor- 
@ughiy discussed. One speaker said that 
when a previous meeting was held at the 
echool-house Mrs. Halcyon Chiids, the prin- 
cipal, had said that Mr. Dozier bad never vis- 
ned the school since be had been a director. 
The speaker did not know whether the rules 
ofthe board made itthe duty of the director 
to visit the schools of his district, but he 
thought the citizens of that district would re- 
quire it of their representative, aud if he neg- 
lected the schools to such an extent he 
thought it was time to call upon him to re- 
eign. 

Another speaker called attention to the fact 
that whenever a delegation had gone before 
the board for any purpose, it had been in- 
variably compelied to ask the directer from 
some other district to request recognition for 
them. Mr. Dozier was never there and it was 
useless to rely onhim. The speeker did not 
want a director who was in tbe board for 
his own amusement, but one who had interest 
enough in the schools to work for them. He 
ventured to say that not another schoo! in the 
clry had been —_ elled to suspend because 
it had no coal, he ventured further to say 
that it would not have occurred at the Bryon 
Hill if Mr. Dozier had attended to bis duties. 


He had no complaint to make of what ur. 


Dozier had done; the little he had done was 
satisfactory, butit was not enough. He had 
been too neglectful, absent too often from 
the meetings and absent too often from the 
echoois. 

WILL ASK HIS RESIGNATION. 

A motion was then made that the Secretary, 
Mr. John F. Miller, be instructed to prepare 
a communication to the board, informing it 
of the meeting and requesting the beard 
to ask Mr. Dozier’s resignation. The 
motion was carried unanimopusiy and a 
communication to that effect will be for- 
warded to the board by Mr. Miller. 
A gentieman who attended the meeting said 
to-day: ‘‘Wedon’tknow whether the board 
will comply with our request or not. In view 
of the fect that Mr. Dozier’s term expires in 
the spring, I think it — that they will 
not. We hope the board will insist on having 
Mr. Dozier’s resiguation, and we believe 
it will, because the board ought not to 
refuse to do what such a large number 
of the patrons of the school request. How- 
ever, if it does not our communication will be 
a censure of Mr. Dozier, and tbat is what we 
want. We think that he dese: ves it, and we 
were determined to give it to him. We all re- 

ard the necessity for closing the school for 

our days, simply apiece of inexcusable and 
outrageous negligence.’’

A registration of only 62,000 includes 
scarcely three-fourths of those entitled to 
register and vote in a city of 463, 000 inhab- 
itants. The vote of 46,000 at the election 


| shows that 16,000 registered voters failed 


to vote. 

The probability that a considerable 
majority of these and of the unregistered 
25,000 were Republicans is suggested by 
the great shrinkage of the Republican 
vote everywhere else, and by the openly 
declared opposition to the local party 
machine and its nominees. While many 
Republicans everywhere either sulked or 
voted the Democratic ticket on account 
of the new nationul issués, many more in 
St. Louis found a sufficient or additional 
motive for such action in their desire to 
down Filleyism and rid their party for- 
ever of FILLEY’s machine nominations. 

The St. Louis Democrats on the contrary

Barttelot Pictured as a Merciless, Bileod- 
thirsty Tyrant 222 Jamesen as a Fiend 
—Cannibalism Practiced for the Eaifi- 
cation ef Eurepeans—The Story ot 
Barttelot’s Death and His Attempt to 
Organize an Independent Expeditien— 
Stamley’s Autherity fer His Statement. 


New Tonk, Nov. 8.—At last Stasley makes 
a statement of the cause of the calamities 
which befell hie Bear Guard.“ The charges 
against some of bis officers are very specitic, 
while those against others are rather vague 
and lacking ia convincing detalis. 

STANLEY'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Henry M. Stanley was seen by a special 
correspondent of the London Times atthe 
Everett House in this city on Tuesday after- 
noon, and from 2 until5o’clock he told this 
story of the inner history of the lll-fated rear 
column, which story Mr. Stanley gives in the 
form of a personal statement, personally 
signed, as follows: 

Tou may expect such attacks as have been 
made on me, and many more, because I know 
from conversations I bave had with the sur- 
viving officers that many of them are very 
sore. Mr. Barttelot’s book begins in this 
way and it is no different from what 
others say. On page 2, introductory chapter, 
‘Life and Diaries of Maj. Barttelot,’ Mr. 
Walter Barttelot says: ‘Mr. Stanley has 
sald thatthe rear column was wrecked by the 
irresolution of the officers, negiect ef promises 
and indifference to written orders. To @ 
soldier of the Wueen and a gentieman this is a 
serious accusation, and should not be aliowed 
to pass.” It is on that the book turns; that 
is the reason for the book’s existence. 

That sentence which Mr. Barttelot finds 
fault with was written in August, 1888, two 
Gays after meeting Mr. Bonny and the ema- 
ciated remnant of the rear column, when I 
found 102 men alive eut of 271, and only one 
living English officer out of five. On learning 
the details of what had transpired I wrote 
that the lrresolutlos of the officers, negiect of 
their promises and indifference to the written 
order caused this awful collapse. You asx 
me to justify that censure which has been the 
cause of Barttelet’s book. It isa very serious 
dusiness, though I can quite understand 
that people should be answered, as I now pre- 
pose to answer, in order to determine the 
truth. 

THE STORY OF THE REAR GUARD. 

It ts absolutely immaterial to me what 
view the people take of this censure, as I had 
enlisted allthese men as my officers, and it 
was only to me they owed loyalty ana obedi- 
ence according to their contracts. lam alone 
justified Im reserving the right to condemn or 
award praise. At the same time, everybedy 
ia at liberty to express his or her views on the 
conduct, but no one could possibly have the 
same interest as I have to forget a great many 
offenses and gloss over many things in order 
to avoid scandal. Probably the best way, in 
order to satisfy any legitimate interest in this 
question, would be to tell the story of the 
rear column as I heard it at Vambuya, and 
then the public may understand the shocking 
effect it had on me when hastening to their re- 


lief I was met by this awful revelation. 

„First, as to Maj. Barttelot himself: In this 
book, his diaries, on page 169, you will find 
the following entry by Mr. Barttelot: ‘Bonny 
and I talked about our provable action in the 
event of Stanley doing certain things. I ex- 
pressed myself openly.” On page 170, unger 
date of Dec. 6, Mr. Barttelot states: ‘After 
dinner Bonny talked again and referred to 
our conversation of Nov. 24. I made a deter- 
mination never to partake of Stanley’s hos- 
pitality while out bere, as we have a private 
medicine chest. Jameson, lu reference to our 
conversation of Nov. , expressed his de- 
termination to act as I should, and also re- 
fuse Stanley’s hospitality.“ 

‘*‘Wondering what all this meant, I asked 
Mr. Bonny to befrank and say what it all 
meant. He replied: ‘Well, sir, Mej. Bartte- 
lot asked me, ‘‘Don’t you think Stanley is a 
Pritchard—a potsoner? and added that he had 
heard that one of your ways was to leave 
Africa alone, so that no one would know what 
had traaspired, and he had heard the story of 
your leaving an officer in sume part ot Africa 
and never going back for him.’ 

BARTTELOT’S BRUTALITY 

„Thie gives a i'ttie insight into the state of 
feeling of Maj. Barttelot and of Mr. Jamesun’s 
clear com prehension of what bad been hinted 
at. It seems they had picked upaskit from 
one of the irrespousibie newspapers ,saying it 
was odd Stanley never returned from Africa 
except alone. Iam told Maj. Barttelot had 
expressed great curiesity to learn the proba- 
bie effect of a dose of cyanide ef potassium, 
and one time was caught testing it on his 
tongue in order to ascertain whether its taste 
would be likely te be detected in a 
cup ef coffee. was told that the per- 
son for whom this dose was intended 
was Salim de Mohammed, the nephew of 
Tippoo Tib. I was told, also, that Maj. Bart- 
telot’s life was ¢«wice saved by Mr. Bonny. 
Once because Maj. Barttelot had suddenly 
seized a woman Whe was passing near him 
and buried bis teeth deep in her shoulder. 1 
was told also that frequentiy Maj. Barttelot 
would cause his black followers to shrink be- 
fore him by standing intheir path in front of 
the advancing natives and griuning like a 
fiend—that was the expression that was 
used in describing it to me—while he 
would at the same moment brandish a len 
cypress staff that had upon it asharp stee 
pois. He was reported to me to be often rua- 
ning about the camp prodding his people and 
then flourisbing bie stick and hitting indis- 
criminately without any apparent cause. A 
Manyami chief complained to me that he had 
been prodded seventeen times in one day with 
th is steel point im the stafland that was two 
days before Maj.

Troup declined to do this, although it is re- 

orted that Mr, Troup had known of this 
ntention of the Major long before Mr. Bonny 
heard ot . The intestion of getting a full 
explanation from Maj. Barttelot im regard to 
these ideas was frustrated dy the want of 
unanimity in the support ofthe others. I was 
told there were two parties in the camp. 
Barttelot and Jameson constituted one, and 
Ward, Troup and Bonny the other. It is said 
that when Mr. Jameson was asked whether 
he approved all these acts of Barttelot, he 
was tee canny te say much, although another 
man told me Mr. Jameson, in confidence 
to him, said many things were done 
which did not meet his approbation. It will 
be found that in Maj. Barttelot’s letter to the 
Emin Bey Relief Committee he stated that he 
intended relieying himself of Mr. Ward.ewing 
toasuspicion Barttelot entertained that Mr. 
Ward was in the habit of abstracting brass 
rods from the camp. He actually sent a 
courier, it ie said, with a severe letter to Mr. 
Ward, saying he would make a strict account 
into his proceedings. A reference to this may 
be seen in Mr. Jameson’s letter of Aug. 12, 
1888, published in ‘In Darkest ' Africa,’ where 
he writes to Mr. Bonny that, for some reason 
which Bonny knew, be had an intention of 
stopping Mr. Ward from joining the rear 
colum again. 

ILL FEELING IN THE CAMP. 

There was a great deal of ill-feeiing that 
had been excited in the camp, especially inithe 
mind of Jameson, by Ward and Troup beving 
unscrewed Jameson's boxes with the view of 
finding out whetheror not there were con- 
cealed therein someprovisions they said were 
missing. A bill waj also sent from Banga 
Station to Maj. Bartielot for 3,000 brass rods, 
which, it was there stated, Ward had received. 
I am told thet Mr. Troup applied to Maj. Bart- 
telot for medicine while be was ili, and Bart- 
telot refused to given to him. 1 also heard 
there were frequen! quarrels among the o- 
cers in the camp, and upon one occasion, on 
account ofa prote# from Mr. Bonny, Maj. 
Barttelot ordered a guard of Seudanese to 
arrest him. 

ln the log-book, signed by Maj. Barttelot 
and Mr. Jameson, there is one record after 
another in each d': entry how people were 
ill-treated by flogging going on day after day 
without any inteimission. He bought four 
siave chains from Tippoo Tib dor, I believe, 
£48 in order to pu/ these people in chains. 

It la said that Maj. Bar'telot confessed to 
Mr. Bonny that 1 many of the things done 
at Yambuya were ksowa ip England he 
would be instintly dismissed rom the 
service. Upon which, it is sad, Mr. 
Bonny asked why did he commit these 
things since he knew they would 
disgrace him in he eyes of his couutrymen. 
At one time Maj. Barttelot got inte such a 
condition of miad that he wished to retire 
from the expedttios, and wished Mr. Bonny 
to give him medical certificate, at the same 
time asking bim, ‘DPoa’t you think lam siek 
enough to go home 

BARTTELOT’S DEATH. 

„Now, coming tothe day of the tragedy, 
Maj. Barttelot, durhg the hours that inter- 
vened between July 17 and the morning of 
the 19th, nad kep! the camp im a state of 
uproar. Things had been going on pretty well 
during bis absenoeat Stanley Falle, but what- 
ever good feeling Kisted before his arrival 
was completely dissipated by his return. He 
first fastened a qtarrel on the Arab who 
owned the station t Banalya,and demanded 
sixty slaves from tie Arab. i have rejected 
that word and put carriers’ inthe log book. 
The Arab com piainmd that on accountof such 
a large party of wiites having come the na- 
tives bad become fightened and had ali run 
away and could na be induced to remain 
in the neighboriped. It was threfore 
impossible to catch any slaves, but Maj. Bart- 
telot was inexorable, and insisted on a sup- 
ply being given to him. On the morning of 
the 10th he heard drumming and singing and 
sent some Souddatiese soldiers to try and stop 
it. As this had m effect be sent his little boy. 
Still no use, and Inally he went *imeell, tak- 
inc with him his loaded revoiver and that 
cypress staff wit the steel point which had 
already made sh mischief, and with these 
weapons in bis hinds he walked to the scene 
ofthe singing. here nue saw a woman beat- 
ing a drum, accompanying it with 
her voice, as is the usual custom with 
the Manyemses at the dawn of day, 
which they @ways open with wild music. 
Maj. Barttelo/, on seeing the woman so en- 
gaged, orderdi her to desist three or four 
times, accompanying each order with a prod 
ot his steel-~iuted staff, then with a blow of 
the staff, ani finally he began to kick ber. 
Attracted bythe woman s screams, her hus- 
band, Sanaa seeing Barttelot with a revolver 
in his band, ihrust his gun through the loop- 
hole ef a hufopposite to where this was tak- 
ing place anil shot Barttelot dead. Jameson 
then went ta Stanley Falls, where Sanga was 
proven to hive killed Maj. Barttelot and was 
consequentl) sentenced to death.

**Thereason why I was absent from the 
camp for fourteen months instead of five, as 
Ilexpeoted, was this: I left Yambuya on June 
2 and arrived at Albert Nyanza on Dee. 
1887. Then I returned, since there was no 
news of Emin, a distance of 130 miles, where 
I built a fort, housed the sick, stored the 
goods and returned to Albert Nyanmza. Iar- 
rived there in April, 1888, and stayed there 
twenty-six days, having founda Emin. Then lI 
started to hunt for the rear column and found 
it only ninety miles from Yambuya. Emin‘s 
own letters published in ‘In Darkest Africa’ 
explain how he came to my camp and that he 
was not taken prisoner by me, as has 
charged. 

Now, in Mr B — book 

. „ Barttelot’s book, on pages 
145 and 146, occurs the following passage: Mr. 
Staniey actually tells us that he sugeested to 
Maj. Barttelot that t the carriers of Tippoo 
did net turn up the rear column would ad- 
vance by making marches of six miles at a 
time, four times over. No one but himself 
would dare, I should think, to put such a sug- 
gestion on paper for fear of the storm of 
derision it would provoke. The idea (if tne 
subject matter were not so ent is a eplen- 
did conception of the ridiculously impossible. 
Just think what this brilliant suggestion 
meant. The distance to the Albert Lake is 
over 600 miles; to go there by passages of six 
miles made four times over means to go over 
every six miles, three double journeys and 
one single journey, I. e. seven times; so that 
to advance one mile the suggestion ie to travel 
seven, and in orderto coverthe 600 miles a 
maroh of 4,200 is made, which, supposing they 
march fifty miles a week backward and 
forward through the forest (a great deai 
more than Stanley did), would take them 
eighty-four weeks, or more than a year and 
u half, always supposing that there are no 
accidents or trouble, such as desertion, 
Starvation or attacks by Arabs or natives, 
and tair roads. 

In answer to the seven trips which the 
Carriers were expected to make, which is one 
of Mr. Barttelot’s charges against me in the 
first volume of ‘The Congo and the Founding 
of Its Free State,’ will be found the following 
paragraph: ‘In computing by statute miles 
the various marches and frequent counter- 
marches accomplished during the year, we 
find the grand total of 2,852 English miles ac- 
cording toa line measure, foot by foot, making 
an average of six and one-half miles per- 
formed through each day of the year, to gain 
an advance into the iuterior of 52 Engiish 
miles. Take away the necessary days of 
rest enjoyed during the year, a period of 91 
days, employed in making a passable road 
for the wagons, which unless tolerably level 
would have been impassable for our top- 
heavy wagons, and the average rate of travel 
will prove we must have had an unusual and 
sacred regard for duty besides a large hope 
that some day we should be rewarded with 
positive success afteralithis strenuous en- 
deavor.’ 

JAMESON’S CRUELTY. 

„A to thisstory about Jameson. A wit- 
ness to the incident, a man, drew up in bis 
own handwriting an affidavit wherein he 
swears in the presence of witnegses to the fol- 
lowing story: That Jameson, returning from 
Kasongo and conversing with Tippoo Tib and 
another Arab about cannibalism, informed 
them that he did not believe there was any 
such thing as cannibalism, because although 
he had heard much of it he had never seen it, 
and no white man has ever seen it done. In 
reply to this Tippee IIb is said to have said: 
‘It is eas enough to prove itif you like,’ 
upon which Jameson asked how, and 
Tippoo Tib responded, Pay for a Slave and 
give itto those men there; they will show 
you,’ whereupon Mr. Jameson said he was 
very willing. Twelve cotton haadkerchiefs 
were then given and with tnem a littie girl, 
aged some 10 or 12 years, was purchased. She 
was given tothe men, and Mr. Jameson is 
said then to Lave told them: ‘Now, let us see 
what you can do.’ Thecbild was tied so she 
could not move. Mr. Jameson teok a sketche 
book in hand and when he was ready 
a knife was plunged into the ohild 
heart, ana Mr. Jameson is said to have 
stood there while the life-bloed spurted over 
the body. He is said to have made six 
sketches descriptive of the various scenes 
thattook piace, the cutting up and the dis- 
posing of the bedy. This appeared 
80 incredible at first that when 
we expressed doubts a European came 
forward and said he had seen the 
sketches. Another European, on being asked 
what he knew of it, said Jameson showed the 
sketches to bim also. This was reported to 
the authorities of the Cenge Free State, and 
they took evidence regarding it. On my ar- 
rivalat Banayal wrote Mr. Jamesoa a letter 
and sent a courier with it. In it I said: 
‘Before you can join our expedition again I 
hope you will be able to disprove this story.’ 

‘*lask again, if, after all our endeavor to 
reach the rear column, traveling so many 
hundreds of miles only to bear these terribie 
recitals day after day and meeting ocular 
proof, hearing witnesses tell how they were 
done in sucha desperate state, can any man 
in his senses say that the censure that I cast 
on the officers of the rear column was harsh 
or undeserved, assuming that these terrible 
facts were true? 

„I have told these facts as they were told 
tome. Whether any one of them was true or 
notl have no means of knowing. Some are 
attested by affidavits, others are in official 
reports, which I, beat upon saving the ex- 
pedition from scandal, was bent upon sup- 
pressing. 

It necessary I shall be glad to go into a 
court of law, where the whole mattercan be 
fally ventilated. HENRY M. STANLEY.’’

LONDON, Nov. &—Mr. Barttelot says that 
Stanley’s account of his brother’s death is 
com pletely at variance with Jameson’s ac- 
count and Sanga’s confession. Lieut. Baert,

Whether the trouble with the Usion 
Pacific will resdit in wrecking the association 
is a question ip which the chief interest cen- 
ters. A movement is on foot to amalgamate 
the Western Freight with the Transmissouri 
Freight Association and it is not improbable 
that decisive steps in that direction will be 
taken at this meeting. 

Among the most important matters to be 
considered is the readjustment of rates on 
hogs and packing-house products in accora- 
ance with the order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The refusal of the 
Chicago & Alton to equalize these rates by 
advancing the rate on packing-house pro- 
ducts to the basis of W cents per 100 pounds, 
Kansas City to Chicago, will probably lead to 
a compromise on a 22 cent basis, provided the 
Kansas City packers will withdraw their ob- 
jections to a small increase in the rate on 
their product.

Dornbusch says that ever since harvest it has been 
a well Known fact that Europe raised 112,000,000 bu 
more Wheat than last year. 

@ Nebraska Farmer says: The farmers of 
Nebraska and Kaneas are rushing off their hogs with 
a rapidity which isalarming. We learn that this is 
also the case in other States, and the result will be 
in anether year the prices of hogs will de high. 

Advices from St. Petersburg dated Oct. 22 are: 
Since Oct. l4intenseiy cold weather has prevailed 
throughout the Northern and Central Governments 
of the Empire, and as the fleids are still unprotected 
by snow. the autumn sown cereals appear likely. to 
be 3 Reports from Seuth Russia are that 
the early sown cereais have an unhealthy appearance 
while many farmers having deferred their sowings 
in the expectation of rain thelr work is now mach 
behindhand. 

A Lendon paver says: The excellence of this 
year’s crop of oats in nearly all the provincial out- 
growing countries is, to some extent,a stumbling 

lock in the way of commerce. The Continental de- 
mand for foreign Oatsis much smaller than usual, 
and latterly ali the oats shipped at St. Petersburg 
were destined for this country. most of them com- 
ing London. In Sweden the crop is looked 
upon asa particularly good one and of excellent 
quality, but much of it is still unecarried, so that the 
surplus available for shipment will not be felt for 
some time iu the oc. i, f. market.“ 

Beerbohm of Oct. 24 says of the European wheat 
markets: **The wheat trade has remained very firm 
this week, but without any excitement. The im- 
ports have been again liberal, but the quantity afloat 
has further siightly decreased, and the impression 
is becoming auite general that the recent surplus 
supplies will rapidly disappear during the winter 
months. The amountof business passing has been 
of fair extent, and mainly ofthe United Kingdom. 
For the Continent indeed the demand remains very 
slack, and in France the level of prices, deducting 
the duty, is actually rather lower than in this coun- 
try. For forward delivery there has been rather 
more doing in Russian wheats, but at relatively 
high prices, while «a mags steamer of Kurrachee 
just shipped, sold at 34s 10d for white, and 34s 
41 d for red, destined for Antwerp. In the country 
markets the offers of home- “grown wheat have de- 
cidedly decreased, and a receverv in orices from 
the recent lowest point in the resuit. In France 
there has not been much activity lu the wheat mar- 
ket; millers stili buy only trom hand-to-mouth, and 
all but the best qualities of home-grown wheat have 
been difficult to sell except at some decline. Foreign 
wheat is quoted rather lower, but meets very littie 
demand. There is no change in the general position 
of wheat. Stocks and present imports are liberal 
enough; but there are signsof smaller supplies of 
home-grown, and very stfong evidence that of for- 
eign wheat tiere will @ comparative scarcity dur- 
ing the winter months. While, therefore, it will 
probably be difficult to raise prices to avy material 
extent, especially tm the absence of a French de- 
mand, the present level should be very safe from 
which to start praviding for the extra requirements 
of the winter months.’

WILL NOT SUCCEED. 2

The Smaller Tracks Cannot Be Ignored— 


Al Jensen Favors Continuing the Base 


Ball War Uniess a Just Compromise Can 
Be Made—Racing on Several Tracks— 
General Sporting News. | 


RADITION assigns to 
the year 1750 the origin 
of the English Jockey 
Ciub, though there is 
no absolutely trust- 
worthy record by 
which the date of its 
foundation can be as- 
certained, says the 
New York Tribune. 
Whether previously te 
that time racing affairs in Great Britain were 
ruled over by a committee, or were entirely 
under royal control, is a matter of doubt. 
But we need notconecern ourselves with that. 
We simply want to make the point that for 
148 years at least the only recognized and ab- 
solute authority en the English turf has been 
— self - constitute d authority styling 
itself the Jockey Club. The National 
Hunt Committee, the Turf Club of Ireland and 
the Irish National Huat Committee are simply 
offshoots from the central bady. To the 
ordinary mind it may seem strange that an 
organization never recognized by lav, never 
incorporated by an act of Parliament, should 
exercise complete control over so vast an in- 
stitution as the turf. From time to time mem- 
bers of Parliament have attempted to interfere 
with racing and billes for that purpose have 
been brought before both houses, but the in- 
fluence of the Jockey Club has persistently 
throttied every attempt at legislation. Tem- 
perance societies, eager tu have a finger 
in the pie, are constantiy urg- 
ing individual members of both 
Houses to place §racing, or the licensing of 
racecourses, under the control of some local 
authority, but they seem to fied ne reasonable 
prospect of success. The Jockey Club main- 
tains its supremacy im the face of every at- 
tack, and the general management and dt- 
rection of turf matters will probably be left in 
the hands of that body, which for 140 years 
nas held an undisputed authority, which now 
rules over many thousands of the inhabitants 
ofthe United Kingdom and whose laws and 


regulations, obeyed at home, receive the sin- 
cere flattery of imitation from other countries. 
It would not be possibie for this state of 
things to stim America, and all talk ofa 
National Jockey Club is a waste of breath. 
Pierre Lorillard ard the gentlemen who were 
his guests at the Union Club om Thursday 
night may iatroduce measures of reform 
among afew racing associations in the East, 
but there is no way on earth for them to con- 
trol turf affaires in the United States as the 
Jockey Club controls them in England. 
It is doubtful if any organization 
that they can form would ever 
have the autherity thas was once 
ossessed by the American Jockey Club, which 
ut recentiy passed out ofexistence. The 
American Jeckey Club, with August Belmont 
at ite head, was accepted here and recoyn ized 
in other countries as the supreme authority 
on turf affairs in the United States, and its 
President was an honorary memberof the 
English Jockey Club, a dignity conferred on no 
other President of a racing association in thts 
country, butthe American Jockey Club was 
destroyed by the same agencies that will pre- 
vent the successful formation of one central 
governing body on the lines lald down 
by Mr. Lorillard. Mr. Lorillard must 
not suppose that he can retorm 
and govern racing in the East with the 
support of only two jockey clubs. We 
speak from a practical point of vie, 
waiving all sentiment. Racing is no longer 
a sport, it is a business,in which hundreds 
{* thousands of dollars are invested, and 
rfmen are looking not fur glorv, but 
for dividends. The Coney Island Jockey Club 
and the Monmouth Park Association are rich 
and powerful, and no doubt doth are with Mr. 
Lorillard in the new movement, but neither 
can afford to stirupa jockey club war. Ke- 
member the Jerome Park-Westchester fight 
and its bitter consequences. The New York 
Jockey Club was strongly represented on 
Thureday night, but we begin to fear that 
Morris Park, its local habitation, is only a 
pDiaything. A jeckey ciub whose grounds are 
in the hands of amateurs and dabblers in 
raciug knewledge, and whose programmes 
repel rather than attract horse owners (who 
are the very backbone of theturf), is beund 
to have but little influence. The recent meet- 
Ing at Morris Park was ashocking exhibition 
of official and officlous incompetence. Before 
the New York Juckey Ciub can hope to reform 
racing, it must give its able Secretary such 
license and such assistance in his work as will 
enable him to reform the $2,000,000 track. * * * 
The English Jockey Club consists of seventy- 
seven active and thirteen henorary members, 
and has as its strongest supporters thelr 
Royal Highnesses the rince of Wales, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Connaught, 
the Duke of Cambridge and Prince Clristian 
of Schleswig Holstein. As long as royalty 
lasts it will not lack power and authority. In 
this country the law must take the place of 
royalty, and it Mr. Loriliard’s proposed or- 
ganization succeeds it Will have to take out 
articies of incorporation at Aibany. 


Beokmaker Thompsen’s Intentions. 


NEw YorK, Nov. 8.—Joseph Thompson, the 
great Australian bookmaker, arrived here 
Thursday on the steamer Teutonic. He is the 
man whois said to be atthe head of a weal- 


thy syndicate, which is to bulld a track in the 
neighborhood of San Francisco, Cal., to 
eclipse any race course in America. Mr. 
Thompson admitted that he came here 
to look the ground over, but 
said that it was an individual 
speculation and that he bad no syndicate 
back of him. His idea is to get the best 
horses in the country at the course bv offering 
rich prizes, and he says he will not build the 
track unless he can yet a committee of 
wealthy and influential men to take charge of 
the racing *0 thatthe sport which takes place 
on it will be above any suspicion of crooked- 
ness.

Col, Flad was not present but sent aa 
opinion in Writing, Mr. Burnet read his argu- 
ment which was afterwards turned over to 
the committee. He began by reviewing the 
histery or the letting tor water 
works engines from the time the manner of 
making the letting was first proposed up to 
the present time. 

After stating the facts in the case, Mr. Bur- 
net argued that all of the bids should be re- 
jected, because those of the Worthington 
Co. were not in conformity with the specifi- 
cations, and as none but the lowest bidder 
could be given the contract, and the lowest 
bidder was not in conformity with the 
specitications, none should have it. He stated 
that for certain parte ef the work two 
plans had been approved, and others 
submitted with parts to be changed after- 
wards. These changes, if made, the com- 
pany would charge for, and in the end the 
result would be thatthe Worthington pumps 
would be very costly. He concluded his 
arguments by stating that all he and Mr. Hol- 
man asked was thatali the bids should be 
rejected, which would entail no cost to the 
city, avoid suits and leave the fleld open for 


the work to be done over again in a satisfac- 
tory manner. 
M’MATH’S POSITION. 

Commissioner McMuath then made his state- 
ment saying that ae found that he could not 
concur with Messrs. Burnet and Holman on 
the subject, as he found the manner ef letting 
upobjectionable andthe plans ot the lowest 
bidder all that could be desired. He was 
desirous of letting the contract to avoid put- 
ting the companies to greater expense and 
saw no good reason why the contract snould 
not be approved. 

Col. Fiad’s views were read and they were 
in eubstance the sameas those of Mr. Mc- 

ath. 

Mr. C. A. Hague then made bis statement, as 
the engineer of the Worthington Co., and said 
that Mr. Holman was not conversant with the 
details of pumping machinery and that the 
statement made by Wr. Burnet to the effect 
that he admitted his bill te be informal was 
incorrect. 

The committee asked some questions, but 
the matter was iaid over again until next 
Tuesday at 3 o’clock. 

There has been a good deal of legal and er- 
pert talent arrayed on both sides, and among 
the experts draw: into the affair are Messrs. 
Fiad, ex-President of the board and Whit- 
man, eK Water Commissioner. 80 
both these gentlemen have favored 
the Worthington company, but in thé case of 
Mr. Whitman it must be said that there has 
been ever since he left the water office a 
rather strained feeling between him and Mr. 
Holman, and Mr. Holman has scarcely ever 
bewn able to get Mr. Whitman’s approval for 

Ool. Flad is as 
always has been entirely unpredjudiced, but 
with a leaning toward the older mémbers 
of the board. It was insinuated by some ip 
the tight that Messrs. Whitman and Flad had 
been engaged by the Worthington Co. but 
such is not the fact. They are merely giving 
their opinions as experts. Most of those con- 
cerned in the present wrangle were seen yes- 
terday for the particular purpose of hearin 
how the land lay and how the forces were 
divided and arranged. 

WHAT MR. WHITMAN SAYS. 

Mr. Thos. J. Whitman was seen to-day 
and asked to state he was or had 
ever the

Worthingtons. He 
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„1am not and have never deen 
in their employ. I have never received any 
money from them or pay of any kind and 
never expect to. 

Mr. Whitman said further that he had not 
spoken to City Counselor Bell in regard to this 
contract, as had been represented, or to 
asingle member ofthe Board of Public Im- 
provements or to a single member of the 
Council. He has, however, talked with Col. 
Fiad about it and with Mr. Thompson, 
the Worthington Company's attorney. He 
believed the Worthington engines to be good 
ones and didn’t hesitate to express bis opin- 
lon about them, as he bad had experience with 
them. He built the new water-works 
at Memphis and Leavenworty, and at both 
places Worthington engines were con- 
tracted for. This style of engine 
was new, the first one having been 
built by Wortbington onlyjeight years ago, but 
it had the endorsement of Mr. Levitt, the 
greatest expert on the subject in this country, 
and of Mr. Simpson, the greatest engine builder 
of England. The engines were being gradually 
substituted for fly-wheel engines throughout 
England and Continental * He had no 
complaint to make ot Tr. Holman’s 
ability, but he that he 
was mistaken matter.
